Accordingly, this application is in condition for 
allowance except for the following formal matters: 

(1) The use of the term "filter bed," throughout the specification (e.g. page 7, line 
25; page 8, lines 5-13, 27 and 32-33; page 9, lines 5, 14 and 22; page 10, lines 1-3, 8, 
12-14, 18, 21-23 and 31; etc.) to define filtration media support members is deemed to 
be misdescriptive. 

(2) The term "filtration media support member" to describe structural elements 4 
and 50 lacks proper antecedent basis in the specification, particularly since the only use 
of the term "support member*' for filtration media refers to the second filtration media 54 
(see page 1 7, lines 4-6 of the specification). 

Appropriate correction is required.
